Not Satisfactory

Br W YORK—The British Gov- 


ernment’s decision to establish 
a regiment of Palestine infantry 
“merely sidetracks the issue 
which our committee has been 
pressing for the last eight months 
in this country and in Great 
Britain,” it was charged this 
week by Pierre Van Paassen, 
chairman of the Committee for 
a Jewish Army. “The formation 
of this new force is an acknow- 
ledgement of the ever- growing 
public demand in America and 
England for the establishment of 
a Jewish Army of stateless and 
Palestinian Jews, 200,000 strong,” 
he declared. 

The new Zionist Organiza- 
tion said that Britain’s action 
“does not satisfy the demand of 
world Jewry for a Jewish Army, 
and it does not indicate the full 
use of the available manpower

Jewish Regiment Approved

LONDON —Immediate forma- 


tion of a Palestine Regiment com- 
posed of Jewish and Arab in- 
fantry battalions for general ser- 
vice in the Middle East was an- 
nounced in the House of Com- 
mons this week by Secretary 
for War Sir James Grigg, follow- 
ing a sharp debate on the ques- 
tion of the establishment of a 
Jewish military force within the 
British Army. 

Sir James stated that the policy 
of maintaining numerical parity 
between Jews and Arabs in re- 
cruiting Palestinians for the 
British forces would be aban- 
doned in accepting recruits for 
the new regiment. The Palestine 
Buffs, to which about 2,500 Jew- 
ish soldiers are now attached, 
will be incorporated in the new 
force, he added. He expressed 
the hope that an additional 10,000 
recruits would now be obtained. 

At the same time that the War 
Secretary announced the estab- 
lishment of the Palestine Regi- 
ment he reiterated the British 
Government’s opposition to the 
formation of a separate Jewish 
military unit, which was demand- 
ed in the course of the debate by 
several of the M. Ps. 





Called Marked Advance

The gravity 
of the Jewish position in case of Axis attack on Palestine is 
well realized by all who have something to say in Washing- 
ton. . . . Somebody ought to inform the Committee for a 
Jewish Army that the word “Palestine” is misspelled on the 
beautiful and expensive bronze sign hanging on the door of 
its Washington office. . . . The sign reads:, “Committee for a 
Jewish Army of Palistenian and Stateless Jews.” 


HERE AND THERE 

It was quite a startling discovery for the FBI to find lists 
of names of Jewish officials in the hands of arrested Nazi spies 
in New York. ... It seems that one of the-missions of Nazi 
agents in America is to compile a card system of Jews serv- 
ing in government offices and to transmit their names to the 
Gestapo in Germany. . . . Some six years ago, when I had 
trouble with the Gestapo in Berlin, I noticed that the Nazi 
secret police were compiling names of Jewish leaders abroad. 
... That was when I was summoned to the Gestapo headquar- 
ters to give “explantions” about my anti-Nazi dispatches to 
America. ... Accompanied by the American Consul, Raymond 
H. Geist, I appeared in the office of the recently-assassinated 
Gestapo leader Heydrich for questioning during which it be- 
came obvious that the Gestapo keeps a record of Jewish lead- 
ers in America and England. . . . No one, however, suspected 
that the Gestapo was also going out of its way to compile 
lists of Jews in the service of Government institutions in 
America. 


FORGOTTEN FACTS 

John Jacob Astor, the ancestor of the millionaire Astors 
of today, was employed by an early immigrant, Hayman Levy 
of New York, to beat furs at one dollar a day. . .. The first 
meeting to organize the American Red Cross was held in May, 
1881, in the home of Adolphus Solomons, a Jewish leader in 
Washington. . . . Hebrew was so popular among early Ameri- 
can scholars that a chair in Hebrew was established at Harvard 
in 1655... . Shortly after the Declaration of Independence, 
a committee composed of Benjamin Franklin, John Adams 
and Thomas Jefferson, first recommended for the design of 
the seal of the United States a picture of the Israelites cross- 
ing the Red Sea, and of Pharaoh and his legions perishing 
when they attempted to follow... . It has been suggested 
that the structure of the American Government was inspired 
by the old Hebrew Commonwealth composed of an elective 
magistrate, a Council of elders known as the Sanhedrin, and 
the General Assembly of the people. ... This was said to 
correspond to the three fold, division of the American Govern- 
ment which includes a President, the Supreme Court, and the 
Congress. ... These and other interesting facts on early 
Jewish history in America can be found in the booklet “Ameri- 
cans All” published in Chicago by the Anti-Defamation League 
of the B’nai Brrith.

HEAR it reported that the Central Confer- 
ence of American Rabbis has taken steps 
to do something about the prevailing way of 
selecting rabbis for pulpits of Reform congre- 
gations.. I am told that to select a.rabbi often 
has been like a shopping expedition with a 
lot of competition among the rival candidates. 
The practice has become too odious for the 
self-respect of rabbis to endure any longer. 
They are trying to find a way by which filling 
a pulpit will be more dignified than a contest of 
glamor girls for a position in Hollywood. 

As an example there is cited to me the case 
of one who shall be called Rabbi Zilch. He was 
briefly a candidate for the pulpit of K. K. Anshe 
Giborim at Four Corners, Wis. the time of the 
vacancy. 

Not that Rabbi Zilch didn’t well deserve to 
be the minister of K. K. Anshe Giborim. He 
was well qualified in all the things that go to 
make a good rabbi, including meekness. The 
quality of meekness is the crowning glory of 
a man whether he be rabbi or plumber. But 
it was precisely his meekness that disqualified 


Rabbi Zilch in the contest for the Anshe 
Giborim pulpit. He just wouldn’t meet the 
competition. 


It was the glamorous, aggressive Rabbi Per- 
kins who won the pulpit of Anshe Giborim. I 
am not saying anything against Rabbi Perkins 
who: is a nice boy—an excellent tennis player, 
good at golf, too, and a wizard with words in 
the pulpit. In glamor he is to Rabbi Zilch as 
a flood of light is to an incandescent house 
lamp. 

When the pulpit of Anshe Giborim became 
vacant there was a special meeting of the temple 
board on the matter. The president, who is a 
big advertising executive, came at once to the 
subject. In his business he is always making 
campaigns . . . campaigns for cheese, “Use Your 
Own Tooth Brush” campaigns, drives for nar- 
rower girdles . . . and now he said: “Gentle- 
men, I believe that our effort to get a good 
rabbi for Anshe Giborim should be made a 
bang-up drive. That’s the way to get results. 
I suggest a slogan: The best is not too good 
for Anshe Giborim. Let’s go!” 

He appointed a Scout Committee to travel 
about the country to hunt down a proper rabbi. 
He said he got the idea from the baseball teams 
which send out scouts to look over players 
they might be able to buy from other teams. 

“You scouts will have the job of quietly go- 
ing into a temple and looking the prospect over 
while he is in action.” 

When. it became known that a rabbi was 
wanted by Anshe Giborim there was an ava- 
lanche of applications. The Committee in Ap- 
plications sorted out the most likely ones and 
wrote the applicants for their pictures. 

The Scout Committee held a special meet- 
ing to examine the photographs. This rabbi and 
that were forthwith eliminated on their photo- 
graphic looks. It was felt that some of them 
had faces that seemed too Jewish. When the 
committee was through with all the pictures 
there were only six faces left. 

Rabbi Zilch was not one of them. He hadn’t 
even sent his picture. He had applied for the 
position but when they wrote him for his pic- 


ture he said what was the equivalent of to 
hell with it. This is to say that if he weren’t 
a rabbi he would have said to hell with it, 
unequivocally in so many words. 

Not that Rabbi Zilch was ashamed of his 
face which really presents the handsome ascetic 
profile of a spiritual-minded man. But he re- 
sented being made to participate in a beauty 
contest. He had for a long time thought. that 
the way of selecting rabbis in American Israel 
was scandalous; Anshe Giborim was about the 
limit. Meek Rabbi Zilch wasn’t going to display 
himself to Anshe Giborim like a candidate for 
“Miss America.” He counted himself out. 

Among the six favored faces was Rabbi 
Perkins’. Rabbi Perkins’ face had at once ap- 
pealed to the entire Scout Committee... “This 
one looks like the boy for us,” the head scout 
said at first glance. Rabbi Perkins’ face seemed 
to have everything. 

The nation-wide tour of the Scout Commit- 
tee resulted in the elimination of three of the 
six. Rabbi Perkins was among the three sur- 
vivors. The scouts had gone incognito into the 
temples, viewed the rabbis in action and when 
they were all through their early judgment had 
not been altered. The head scout spoke the 
mind of all of them when he said, “Perkins 
still looks like the boy for us.” 

The way he did with words! How deep he 
sounded! The scouts felt there must be great 
meaning in what he said, since he sounded 
deep beyond their understanding. 

The three finalists were invited, one by one, 
to come to Four Corners and give trial sermons 
before the Congregations of Anshe Giborim. 
After this success only two were left and Rabbi 
Perkins was one of the two survivors. 

Practically all the women of the congrega- 
tion were for Perkins, particularly women in 
the families of the temple’s officers. 

The president’s daughter said he was awful- 
ly charming... . “He’s as graceful as a god in 
tennis,” she added. 

The vice-president’s daughter said there was 
something about him. She had 18 holes of golf 
with him. ‘ 

“He’s simply wonderful,” said the corre- 
sponding secretary’s daughter. She went swim- 
ming with him in the pool at the country club. 

The Scout Committee felt vindicated by 
these opinions. The night of the election the 
head scout said, “Gentlemen, the first time I 
set eyes on Rabbi Perkins’ picture I said he 
looks like the boy for us..I am proud to say 
that the judgment of the congregation confirms 
my opinion. Rabbi Perkins is the boy for us.” 
Rabbi Perkins was unanimously elected. 

The president of the congregation made 
some concluding remarks: “It’s as I said in the 
beginning: The way to get results is by a bang- 
up drive. We lived up to our slogan: The best 
is not too good for Anshe Giborim.” 





The Central Conference of American Rabbis 
is sick, tired and ashamed of such ways of 
selecting rabbis for the temples of Israel. It 
has in mind to set up a board of distinguished 
rabbis“who: would recommend deserving rabbis 
to congregations. Then meek Rabbi Zilch might 
have a chance.

In the case of the musical instruments,

Amos Lodge also furnished 
orchestrations and had engraved on each piece 
of equipment the name of the ship and B’nai 
Brith. Like inscriptions were painted on the 
bass drum and the cover of the full fiddle. Mag-

Welcome to Rabbi Chodos—What He'll Find Here 


HE Jewish Post and the Jewish community 

of Indiana welcome Rabbi Israel Chodos to 

Indiana, and express the wish that his stay 
here will be a long and happy one. 

In Indianapolis and Indiana Rabbi Chodos 
will find a community far different from those 
with whom his past association have been, and 
The post believes that he will be surprised at 
the capacity for work in Jewish causes of the 
Jewish people of this community and this state. 


Indianapolis and Indiana Jewry are divided 
along the same lines as those of Worcester, 
Mass., or White Plains, N. Y., where Rabbi 
Chodos’ past pulpits have been located. There 
are the three divisions from the religious stand- 
point, and there are the divisions along lines 
of Jewish nationalism. But there is not the 
problem of non-affiliation nor the problem of 
non-participation in Jewish community effort 


in the Middle West as in the East. All the in- 
gredients of Jewish community life in the East 
are here except indifference to Jewish interest 
and Jewish activity. 

A good many of the rabbinical leaders of the 
East today strengthened themselves in com- 
munities away from the Eastern Seaboard, and 
then with the experience of the view from this 
part of the country, returned to New York or 
Philadelphia or Baltimore to positions of lead- 
ership and accomplishment. 

This is an unhappy arrangement, but still a 
natural one. Indiana Jewry will go on rallying 
to every cause and giving its support to every 
worthwhile effort, regardless, while Eastern 
Jewry will probably continue to ignore its re- 
sponsibilities regardless, until of course the 
weight and number of MiddJe-Western rabbis 
who return to the East will become formidable 
enough to no longer be denied. 


Melvin Unger—Jewel 


EVER has the Indianapolis Jewish commun- 

ity been so quick to want to share the grief 
of stricken relatives as in the case of the Unger 
family who last Friday lost by death in an 
automobile accident, Melvin Unger, who was 
characterized as the “jewel of the younger 
Indianapolis Jewish men.” 

In Melvin Unger was combined a zeal for 
activity in the community as a whole and in 
the Jewish community. In his few years he 
effectively demonstrated his leadership ability. 


of the Younger Set 


He was a leader in the younger Jewish set; he 
was a leader at Shortridge High School; he 
was one of the finest students of the Jewish 
Education Association; he was a rare combina- 
tion of ability and modesty. 

Short as was his career, it left an indelible 
impression on more people than the lives of 
many who fill out the traditional three score 
and ten. His personality will live in the change 
it made in the people and things with which 
he came in contact. 


Palestine—India 


HE ruling by the British government to allow 
the formation of Jewish Infantry battalions, 
coming as it does almost at the same time as 
the outbreak of violence in India, will not go 
unnoticed among British officialdom and the 
English people. 


The parallel positions of the two people and 
their widely-differing decisions, one to fight for 
Great Britain, the other to hold a dagger at her 
throat in a time of world emergency, cannot 
escape the notice of the Churchill government. 


Just as the Jews of Palestine, the Indian 
nationalists want freedom, whole and entire. 


Although it is true that the violence Japan 
would perpetrate on the Indian people is as 
nothing to what Rommel’s forces and later 
German occupation authorities would commit 
against the Palestine Jewish population, in the 
long run the Indian people and the Jews of 
Palestine would both be at about the same 
rung in the ladder of civilization. 

But the Palestine Jews have rushed to fight 
for Great Britain, leaving threats or future de- 


mands to take care of themselves. Not so the: 


Indian Nationalists. They want freedom now, 
the Japs and the jeopardy to the cause of the 
Allied nations notwithstanding. 


Current Comment 


Palestine Bureau in Washington Urged by 
Stanley J. Weiss in The Jewish Advocate, of 
Chicago.—My own experience in Washington 
has been that on the Jewish Army as well as 
on other issues men in key positions are by and 
large not hostile or anti-Semitic but not fully 
informed. Just as well as many Jews are unin- 
formed on their own problems, just so many 
key men do not react favorably because of lack 


of information on the issues involved. The. 


Committee on the Jewish Army through its vig- 
porous and forthright presentation of the case 
for the Jewish Army has demonstrated one 
sound method of approach. 


Why should there not be in Washington a 
Permanent Secretariat representing. the Jews 
of Palestine? This bureau should be able to 
speak authoritatively for the Jewish Agency 
in Palestine. What is neaded is, as Mr. Neu- 


man has pointed out, the creation of an intellect- 
ual atmosphere favorable to Zionist aspirations. 
This bureau should be headed by a Palestinian 
Jew whose powers should be virtually that of 
an Ambassador. It is in Washington that the 
future destiny of Palestine will be decided. By 
his visits to Washington, Winston Churchill has 
tacitly admitted that the center of political 
gravity has shifted to the capital of the U. S. 
Let there be in Washington, D. C. an Embassy 
from Palestinian Jewry, Official or Unofficial. 
The Free French have an Unofficial Embassy 
so why not a Hebraic Unofficial Embassy? The 
Hebraic Nation in Palestine could thus speak 
for itself and not through so many intermedi- 
aries as at present. The Committee for a Jew- 
ish Army of Stateless and Palestinian Jews is 
blazing a trail in the field of public relations 
which should be widened and made perma- 
nent.
